waiting; for some moments in the 
Clementine Hall had left for

the balcony at the entrance inside 
the cathedral he raised 
his hand 


and bestowed on the multitude his 
first benediction. 
He then return- 


ed to the Vatican where, although 
reigning, the popes have remained 
virtual prisoners until their deaths. 


The pontiff, fully veste^ with the 


papal srarb and accompanied by his 
cardinals thereupon returned to the 
"throne ,he had occupied in the Sis- 
-line chapel. 
There the cardinals, 


according- to their rank and headed 
by Vannutelli, made their flrst act 
of homage to His Holiness, kissing 
first his -feet and then his hands, af-- 
ter which the pope received them hi 
embrace, and bestowed upon them 
his first apostolic benediction. 


The'"fisherman's ring" was plac- 


ed on his finger and he. left the 
chapel, the whole assembly -wending 
its way through 'the Sala -Ducale 
and the Sala Rejjia, along the log- 
gias to the .Sala Clementina, the 
Pope's official residence.

Tbe Lenten , Mason -.,,— 


March 1 of this year—a season of 
abstinence strictly 
observed by 


Roman Catholic* and by other de- 
nominations. It continues for 40 
days, demonstrating the fasting-in 
the wQderness, and comes to an end 
on Batter Sunday. A set of Lenten 
regulations are issued annually by 
Archbiiop Sebastian O. Messmer of 
th« Milwaukee diocese, in which 
Madison is situated. The regula- 
tion* are: 


1. Th4 law of Abstinence forbids 


to eat meat or the juice of meat; 
but not eggs, milk and It* products, 
and any seasonings from the fat of 
animals. 
By this last is meant 


what are usually called the "drip- 
ping*" from animal fat and lard 
used to season the meals, especially 
vegetables. Drippings are the liquid 
drop* from heated fat or lard. In 
strict law the solid fat or lard by 
itself is not allowed, for instance, 
"us a dressing for bread. 
"T'Tb* law of Pasting demands 
that only one full meal a day be 
taken; but it does not forbid to take 
some food morning and evening, 
provided the amount and quality of 
the food be observed according to 
the approved custom of the place. 
In the United States custom and in- 
dult allow coffee, tea, chocolate with 
a piece of bread in the morning, and 
eggs, butter, railk, etc., in the eve-

meat and fish ut the same meal, or 
to exchange the dinner with the eve- 
ning collation. The fo -mer prohi- 
bition of eating fleshmeat and fish, 
oysters, crabs, turtles, etc,,' at the 
same meal on fast days, is now en- 
tirely abolished. One is free, even 
without special reason, to take the 
collation or light luncheon at noon 
ahd.tho dinner or principal meal in 
the evening. 


4. The law of abstinence alone 


must be observed on all Fridays. 
The old law is abolished which made 
all Saturday also days of abstinence. 


6. The law of both, abstinence and 


fast, must be observed on Ash Wed- 
nesday, the Fridays and Saturdays 
of Lent, the Ember Days, and the 
vigils of Pentecost, Assumption of 
the Mother of God, All Saints, and 
Christmas. Thi* i» now the gen- 
eral law. But by papal indult for 
the United State* wq transfer the 
Lenten abstinence from the Satur- 
days to the Wednesdays, so that for 
ua during Lent tho Wednesday* are 
meatless days while on Saturdays 
meat is allowed, except the Ember 
Saturday and the forenoon of Holy 
Satnrday. The Friday* in Advent 
are no longer day* of fast, but sun. 
ply of abstinence. 


6. The law of fast alone holds.for 


all other days of Lent. 


7. On Sundays and Feastdays of 


obligation the Jaw of abstinence, or 
of abstinence and fast, or of fast 
alone ceaaes, except o.n feastdays 
during Lent; nor are vigil fasts to 
be anticipated. It also ceases on 
Holy Saturday after Noon. When- 
ever outside of Lent a feast of ob- 
ligation falls on a Friday or any 
fast day, meat and full meals are 
allowed on that day. In virtue of an 
apostolic indult we hereby grant the 
same privilege to those 
parishes

things accomplished. 


If. the world has 
hungered 


for new assurance it may feast 
at a banquet which the confer- 
ence has spread, 


I am sure tho people of the 


U. S. are supremely 
gratified 


and yet there is scant apprecia- 
tion how marvelously you have 
wrought. When the days were 
dragging and agreements were 
delayed, when there -were ob- 
stacles -within the 
hindrances 


•without, few stopped to realize 
that here was a conference of 
sovereign powers where 
only 


^unanimous agreement could be 
made the rule. Majorities could 
r,ot decide -without impinging 
national rights. There -were no 
victor? to command, no van- 
quished to yield. All had vol-, 
untarily to agree in translating 
the conscience 
of our civiliza- 


tion and give concrete expres- 
sion to world opinion. 


And you have agreed in spite 


of all difficulties, and the agree- 
ments arc proclaimed to the 
world. 
No 
new standards of 


national 
honors 
have been 


sought but the indictments of 
national dishonor hare been 
drawn and the world is ready 
to proclaim the adiousness per- 
fidy or infaniy. . 


It is not pretended that th« 


pursuit of peace and the limi- 
tation of armament are 
new 


conceits, or that the conference 
is a new conception either in 
settlement of war or in writing 
the conscience of international 
relationship. Indeed, it is not 
new to have met in the realiz- 
ation of war's supreme penal- 
ties. 
The Hague 
conventions 


are examples'of the one, the 
conference of'Vienna, of Berlin, 
of Versailles are outstanding 
instances of the other. 


The Hagus conventions were 


defeated by the antagonism of 
one strong power whose indis- 
position to cooperate and sus- 
tain, led it to Vienna and Ber- 


_lin sought 
peace founded 
on 


"the injustices of war and sow- 
ed the seeds of future conflict 
and hatred -was armed where 
confidence was stifled, 


'It is jfair to say that human 


progress, the 
grown intimacy

set the stage 
more favorable 


here. 


You have met in that calm 


deliberation and that determin- 
ed resolution which have made 
a just peace in righteous rela- 
tionship its own best guaranty. 


It has 
been the fortune 
of 


this conference to sit in a day 
far enoujrh, removed from war's 
bitterness, yet near enoujrh to 
war's horrors, to gain the ben'e- 
fit of both 
the hatred of war 


nr.d the 
yearning 
for peace. 


Too ol'ten, heretofore, the dec- 
ades following such gatherings 
have been marked by the diffi- 
cult undoing of their decisions. 
Put your 
achievement is

premo because no seed of con- ' 
Slot has been sown; no reac- 
tion jn regret 
or resentment 


ever can justify resort to arms. 


It little matters -what we ap- 


nralse as the outstanding ac- 
complishment. Any one of them 
alone would have justified the 
conference. 


But the whole achievement 


iin> so cleared tho atmosphere 
that it will sem like breathing 
the refreshing air of 
a new 


morn of promise. 


You have written the 
first 


deliberate and effective expres- 
sion of great, powers in the con- 
sc:ou?ness of peace, of war's 
utter futility, 
and 
challenged 


the sanity of competitive prep- 
ara-.ion for each others destruc- 
tion. 


You have halted folly 
and 


lined burdens and revealed to 
the world that the one sure way 
to recover from the sorrow and 
ruin and staggering obligations 
of the world war is to end the 
strife in preparation for more

peace.

When you first met I told you

we were unafraid, but that we

We rejoice in the accomplish- 
ment.

not believe it. Those of us who 
live another decade are more 
likely to' witness a growth of 
public opinion strengthened by

-The 
torches of understanding have 
been lighted and- they^onfrht - to 
glow and encircle the globe.'

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Why Adrift? 


(By PROF. J. F. CRAWFORD) 


T is generally acknowledged, I think, 
that young people just now in their 


"teens" are less firmly anchored to any 
conscious principles than perhaps any 
preceding generation of young people in 
modern times. This may be partly the 
natural prejudice of older people toward 
younger ones, the age-long hankering for 
"the good old times." But we seem now 
to have something more than that. Young 
people are more anchorless today than 
usual. In the last four months I have had 
occasion to read several hundred letters 
from young folks in various parts of the 


. country, presenting intimate and confi- 


dential problems of all kinds. If one can 
judge by these letters our young folks 
are very much adrift indeed. I suspect 
the fact is not so much that we imagine 
more of this than there is, as that we fail 
to guess how much there is. 


Why are they so adrift just now? I 


recently heard a suggestion which, while 


• I am sure it doesn't tell the whole story, 


points perhaps toward 
one important 


cause. At least it seemed interesting. 


Before the war the moral ideas under 


which most American children were 
brought up were very individualistic. In 
spite of great differences in religion, cus- 
toms, and mode of life, moet children were 
led very early to think of right and wrong 
as matters of personal character and in- 
dividual duty. Conscience had the feel- 


force. Our young folks are hot immoral 
so much as non-moral. The old individual 
morality of the pre-war type is largely 
gone. Most of our youths have not been 
touched by it. It would be very hard to 
revive it, and perhaps that would not be 
desirable. The social morality of the war, 
which might have given our young people 
moral power and guidance if it had held, 
proved to be little more than the fever of 
a night. So here they are, individuals 
again, following the moment's impulse, 
with nothing to grasp, in a society which 
has grown mad with the .desire for per- 
sonal possessions, without a homeland 
for the soul or the self. 


New social motives, satisfying 
and 


en0bling with all the power of the old in- 
dividualism, are here with us. I KNOW 
they are possible. I feel certain that 
young people respond to them. I am NOT> 
sure that we can embody them in our 
social order quickly enough to make them 
real to our youth and to save the coming 
generation^

[To the Editor]—There has been a great 


ing of an inner force, somewhat independ- 
ent of externals and of institutions. How- 
ever little theology was left in American 
borne training—and there wasn't much— 
there still remained virtually a sense of 
personal sin, desire of personal goodness, 
fear of personal punishment, and hope of 
personal salvation.

When the war came there was a sfcu- 


pendow socializing of American moral 
impulses. Whatever one may think of 
the war and its causes, it is impossible to 
ignore this vigorous socialization of life 
as one of its effects in the mass of the 
people. Mass feeling and mass standards 
became dominant. Patriotism constitu- 
ted morality. 
Anything to serve the 


cause must be right. Conscience was no 
longer internal or individual; it was re- 
placed by mass impulse. 


Early in the war a great many earnest 


people thought the millenium had come. 
At last every one was acting under so- 
cial motives and for the good of all. 
Tremendous moral purposes had found 
release; what might they not accomplish 
toward a better world! 


Young people now in their teens first 


came to real consciousness under just 
those conditions. The sanctions of the 
old morality had been almost wiped out 
by the war; the new social ideals were in 
their full sweep. 
With all their faults 


there was great good in their socializing 
power. BUT THEY COULD NOT AND

Millions of workers of both sexes have 
marched from one industrial center .to another, 
and begged for work, for something to do and 
earn a dollar with which to buy food, clothing 
and shelter.'f 


Committees have been appointed in every 


industrial center in the country to solve the un- 
employment problem, but all those committees 
have done and can do, is to say, we must be 
charitable, to those in poverty, not realizing 
that.it is the duty of society—the government 
to furnish work for all willing workers. 


Local committees have failed to understand, 


that poverty is not removed by charity. Char- 
ity is only the free salve which alleviates the 
pains of poverty to the extent of that salve; 
when the charity salve is used up, poverty is 
still here in full force. 


The question that confronts us, is to find a 


solution for the industrial paralysis brought on 
by international speculative capitalists, that has 
thrown out of employment in the republic of 
the United States over six million of the work- 
ers and has caused another sue million to bo 
employed part time. 


Workers do not be deceived. Local unem- 


ployment committees cannot wive the problem 
of unemployment. The only one that can solve 
the problem of unemployment is congress. If 
congress would manifest a friendship toward 
the people- of thig nation, by the use of the 
pen for the adoption o'f a legal benevolent rem- 
edy instead of allowing the use of the iword 
and gun of the army, as ill West Virginia, 
Kansas and Colorado, and the policeman's Aclub 
as they are doing in hundreds of our industrial 
centers in suppressing the complaints of the 
sufferers. 
Congress has the power, under the 


United States constitution, to insure domestic 
tranquility and promote the general welfare of 
all the people. Will congress do it, or will it 
continue to be the servant'of the international 
speculative capitalist and thereby ignore to in- 
sure-domestic tranquility and the general wel- 
fare of all the people?
